Q. What is a legal contract? 

A. Every contract should be test- 
ed for the following essentials: 

e The offer must be accepted uncon- 
ditionally. 

e The parties contracting must be 
competent. A party may be incom- 
petent due to infancy, insanity or 
mental deficiency, drunkenness, or 
drug use. 

e Both parties must be obligated un- 
der the contract. 

e There must be valid considerations. 
Consideration is some right, interest, 
profit, or benefit accruing to one 
party, or some forbearance, detri- 
ment, loss, or responsibility, given, 
suffered, or undertaken by the other 
party. 

e The contract must involve a legal 
undertaking. 

Q. What is the legal age for par- 
ental responsibility? 

A. Asageneral rule, the primary 
obligation rests upon the father to sup- 
port and maintain his minor children 
and provide for their education. By stat- 
ute, the parents are jointly and severally 
obligated to support a minor unless a 
court of competent jurisdiction modi- 
fies or terminates the obligation; or 
the minor is emancipated by operation 
of law except as otherwise ordered by 
a court. A parent owes no duty to sup- 
port a minor child who has left home 
without just cause. As a general rule, 
a parent has no legal obligation to sup- 
port a stepchild. :

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Education Bill 
Enacted 


by Congressman William D. Ford, U.S. 


House of Representatives 

On April 19, the House of Repre- 
sentatives passed the Senate-House 
Conference Agreement on H:R. 5 by a 
vote of 397-1, and the Senate passed it 
the next day by voice vote, clearing it 
for the White House. 

On April 28, the President signed 
H.R. 5 into law, during a Rose Garden 
signing ceremony. 

This signing was an historic reen- 
actment of comprehensive school aid 
that began 23 years ago, when! was a 
freshman Member of the House and 
fortunate to be a Member of the Edu- 
cation and Labor Committee which 
developed the bill. It was on April 11, 
1965, that President Lyndon Johnson 
set in motion the first general aid to 
education in the nation’s history when 
he signed the original Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act. The Act has 
survived these many years garnering 
along the way a very broad-based bi- 
partisan support for the Federal role 
in education. 

The first education aid bill received 
appropriations in September of 1965 
amounting to $1.016 billion for ele- 
mentary and secondary schools. H.R. 5 
authorizes the expenditure of $7.5 bil- 
lion a year for the next five years. 

H.R. 5 reauthorizes more than 14 
existing education programs that were 
about to expire, but it also establishes 
new education initiatives that are rele- 
vant to today’s educational needs. They 
include the Dropout Prevention and 
Basic. Skills Improvement Act, $250 
million; Illiteracy in the Workplace, $30 
million; and Even Start, $35 million. 

The existing education programs 
being reauthorized are the vitally need- 
ed and successful Chapter 1 program 
and the Chapter 2 block grant program. 
Chapter 1, the remedial education pro- 
gram for disadvantaged children, is 
currently funded at $4.3 billion, witha 
recommended funding increase in FY 
1989 of at least $500 million. Chapter 2, 
currently funded at $500 million, is rec- 
ommended to receive $580 million in 
FY 1989. Bilingual Education is reau- 
thorized at $200 million, Math-Science 
at $250 million, Magnet Schools at $165 
million, Adult Education at $200 mil- 
lion, and Impact Aid at $735 million. 

| will not go into detailed explana- 
tions of all the programs authorized 
under H.R. 5, but | would like to outline 
briefly one new program that received 
my special interest and concern. 

The Comprehensive Child Care De- 
velopment Centers Act authorizes the 
establishment of 10 to 25 demonstra- 
tion model centers where early, com- 
prehensive, and continuous support 
services will be offered to extremely 
young, poor children and their families. 
There is no duplication of services al- 
ready available to such families. 

Instead, the CCDCA fills out what is 
missing — such as prenatal and neo- 
natal care, health screening and refer- 
rals, shots and immunizations, well- 
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baby care, Head Start, and education 


in parenting. It is not a day care bill. . 


These Centers are to be places for par- 
ents to bring their very young children to 
receive support services that will help 
children develop physically, socially, 
emotionally and intellectually from birth 
to kindergarten. The program is autho- 
rized to be funded at $25 million in FY 
1989. 

| have been involved for the past 
two years in the development of H.R. 5. 
While many of its provisions were con- 
troversial, and for a while the differ- 
ences appeared to divide the House 
and Senate conference committee to 
the point where no consensus could be 
reached, | believe we have been quite 
successful in the agreements reached. 
H.R. 5 is designed to improve the qual- 
ity of education and calls for full ac- 
countability on the part of the schools, 
parents, teachers and community lead- 
ers. We have done this without placing 
excessive administrative burdens upon 
state and local education officials and 
without hampering their ability to be 
flexible and creative in the use of Fed- 
eral education funds. 

| am confident these funds will be 
used in ways designed to make the 
American people the best-educated 
people on Earth, the best-prepared for 
the challenges of the 21st century. 0

Father’s Day is a rather special day 
for me — maybe more so than for most 
people because of an incident that 
occurred on that day some years ago. 
At the time, | was 38 years old and well 
on my way to becoming a very success- 
ful businessman. Thirty-eight is not 
very old — in fact, you could really con- 
sider yourself in the very prime of life 
at that age. | had many people working 
for me in the sales organization that | 
owned and, as | said, was doing very 
well. But if you are to understand why 
Father's Day is so special to me, | will 
have to trace back several years from 
then to explain why. 

| understood, almost from the day 
| was born, that my dad never really 
liked me much. | guess it was because 
| was the first born and | took so much 
of my mother’s time away from her 
young 21-year-old husband. His dislike 
of me continued throughout the years, 
even though | eventually had two broth- 
ers. | was very fat when | was young, 
and he made fun of me constantly be- 
cause of that. | can’t remember him 


punishing (Spankings and the like) me. 


except for two or three times through- 
out my life. . 

My dad was a musician, and played 
what was then called Country Music, 
but today would be classified as Blue- 
grass. He played a harmonica and was 
very good at it. Naturally, knowing he 
did not really care very much about me, 
| tried desperately to please him and 
force him to like me. | tried taking up 
the instrument that he played when | 
was about nine years old; of course, 

~ he informed me that | would never be 
any good at it. Finally, | stopped trying 
to play the harmonica and began to 
play the guitar, which he also found 
many faults with. | eventually dropped 
that instrument, too. 

| went to work, at age nine, at a little

store at the corner of Ecorse and Middle 
Belt called ‘‘Duffy’s.” | remember that 
| worked for 25 cents an hour for a while, 
and thought | was doing great. Then 
there was Steve’s Market on the oppo- 
site corner where, when there was an 
airshow at the Airport, | would sell pea- 
nuts on the corner. | really loved Steve 
and Marie. 

But it seemed that, no matter what 
| tried to do, nothing pleased my dad. 
He would promise to buy me a Roy 
Rogers gun and holster that was very 
popular back then, and then never get 
it for me. He would promise me anew 
bike if | would do one thing or another, 
but | never got it. 

As the years went on, | realized that, 
no matter what | did with my life, noth- 
ing was going to please him, so, when 
| finished the 11th grade at Romulus 
High School, | joined the Army. It was 
there that | really learned how to play 
the guitar, and | thought | would make 
my living doing that when | got out of 
the Service — and | did. In fact; | started 
doing some professional recording and 
was doing pretty well with it. 

My dad was still playing at some 
of the local bars in Downtown Detroit, 
and | would go down and ‘pick’ with 
the band for a while. He always man- 
aged to tell me how badly | played, but 
would tell everyone else, when | was 
not around, how great | really was. | 
thought that if | included him on some 
of my recording sessions it would make 
a difference with him, but it didn’t — 
at least not that he would tell me. Once 
again, however, he told everyone else 
how great | was in the studio. 

And so it went, on and on through 
the years — my attempt to please, and 
his rejection. 

At one point | got out of the music 
business for about 10 years, and it was 
during this time that my mom and dad 


moved to New Mexico. He was retired 
by then (he had a severe heart attack 
about 10 years before he moved, and 
had almost died — | was 27 at the time), 
but still loved his music. He formed a 
small band there and soon was work- 
ing on the local radio station, which 
was something he was very familiar 
with, and was acquiring a fairly large 
audience. It wasn’t long until he start- 
ed getting sick. 

People he worked with in New 
Mexico told me how proud my dad was 
of me, but he never would mention any- 
thing to me about it. | often wonder if 
he was afraid that it would embarrass 
him to tell me | was good at something, 
or that he loved me. He just never did. 

As time went on, the pain that he 
was suffering in his back got worse, 
and finally he wound up in the hospital 
where he had surgery done and was 
then told he had cancer and had only 
three months to live. My mother called 
me and told me what the doctors said, 
and | would not believe that something 
like that could ever happen to my dad. 
| flew both of them here and found a 
cancer specialist at Oakwood Hospital 
who, temporarily, gave us some hope 
that he would make it. 

During the next three months, my 
mom and dad lived with me, and he 
continually got worse. | was the only 
one he would let shave him at home or 
in the hospital; | was the only one he 
would let give him his pain shots be- 
cause | didn’t hurt him; and | was the 
only one he would let do much of any- 
thing for him, except for my mother. 

One day, as | sat talking with him, 
| fell asleep. He told a man who was 
visiting him at that time about how | 
wouldn't leave him, and how | had done 
so much for him. 

On another occasion, | asked him 
(at this time he had become very reli- 
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gious) why, if God was so great, He was 
letting this happen. Dad had been an- 
nointed, prayed for, and a little bit of 
everything else, so why? His answer to 
me was, “Son, sometimes God lets you 
die to make you well.” | certainly had 
no idea what he was talking about at 
the time; now, 14 years later, | think | 
finally know what he meant. 

We got very close during those three 
months — talking every day, taking 
him to the hospital when he would get 
worse, and then talking to him some 
more. We found out things about each 
other that we hadn’t known before and, 
frankly, neither one of us had taken the 
time to find out. One day, he finally got 
really sick, and | rushed him to the hos- 
pital. He stayed there that time. 

We got very close during those three 
months — talking every day, taking 
him to the hospital when he would get 
worse, and then talking to him some 
more.

At 3:30 a.m. on the morning of 
Father's Day, my mother asked me to 
go home and get some sleep. | didn’t 
want to, but she insisted. | went home,

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Abandonment Bill 
Introduced By Faust 


A bill that will make it easier for 
cities and other local units of govern- 
ment to deal with the problem of aban- 
doned housing has been introduced 
into the State Senate by William Faust 
(D-Westland). 


“The abandonment of residential 
housing, which leads ‘to deteriorating 
neighborhoods and a decline in prop- 
erty values, is an increasing problem 
for many communities throughout the 
State,” Faust said. “Compounding that 
problem is the fact that local commu- 
nities do not have adequate means for 
addressing the situation,’ he added. 


According to Senator Faust, the 
proposed legislation would amend the 
State Housing Law and could be uti- 
lized by any community that has adopt- 
ed that law. Specifically, it would add to 
the present statutory definition of ‘dan- 
gerous building’ a housing unit which 
is unoccupied for over six months and 
is not listed with a licensed real-estate 
broker as being for sale or rent. “How- 
ever,” Faust said, “this provision would 
not apply if a notice were given to the 
local police department verifying that 
the building would remain unoccupied 
for six or more months and if the owner 
maintained the building and grounds.” 


Additionally, the bill states that if 


the building is found to be ‘dangerous,’ welcome this proposed legislation. [)-; Some of the. 
schoolhouse. 


the local community must schedule a 
hearing at which the owner could argue 
against that ruling. If the dangerous 
determination were upheld, the local 

.,government could order the owner to 
maintain the property, including the 
buildings and landscaping, or order it 
demolished. 


“But,” Faust explained, “if the prop- 
erty owner refused to pay for whatever 
action is ordered by the local govern- 
ment, be it maintenance or demolition 
of the structure, the community could’ 
carry out that order and recover the cost:

Christians are not 
perfect — they still sin occasionally. 
But true Christians recognize that as a 
problem and are working to overcome 
that problem in the power of God. The 
Bible is clear that a true Christian does 
not have a light-hearted attitude to- 
ward sin. 


If you do not claim to be a Christian, 
you must first recognize that your sin 
is a problem to God if you are to be 
saved. Agree with God about that prob- 
lem and accept the payment that Christ 
made for sin, believing in Christ as your 
Savior, and God has promised to for- 
give you of your sin and save you. 

It is something worth thinking 
about.

two weeks to get it started, and he cer- 
tainly lived up to his word. The resident 
was So well pleased that he asked the 
Mayor into his home to meet his wife, 
and the Mayor accommodated him and 
spent about half an hour chatting with 
them. 

The work on Hannan will extend all 
the way to Pennsylvania Road, and itis 
expected that the chip sealing will take 
place about every four years until a 
good base is formed so there will be no 
more potholes in the road. This, accord- 
ing to Panos, is the least expensive and 
most effective method of road improve- 
ment today.

Also, according to McAnally and 
Panos, work on the Packard Drain will 
begin within the next two weeks, and 
that will be a really large task to com- 
plete. The County has let that drain 
system go for so long it is relatively 
useless, at this point, and is causing 
problems with flooding for many of the 
area’s residents.

On May 27, the Romulus Junior High 
Symphonic Band performed at EPCOT 
Center in Orlando, Florida. The 79-mem- 
ber Band presented a special program 
celebrating 150 years of Music in the 
public schools of America. The Concert 
was at 7 p.m. in the World Show Case 
Plaza. 

The top executive for the Majic 
Music Days program at EPCOT Center 
called Mr. Jesse Meriweather, Romulus 
Junior High Principal, and compliment- 
ed the Symphonic Band on an excellent 
performance, the large crowd which the 
concert drew, and the outstanding be- 
havior and cooperation of the students. 

The Symphonic Band was listed on 
the week’s program of entertainment 
at EPCOT Center for May 22-28, which 
Officials passed out to over 200,000 
Memorial-week patrons from all over 
the United States and many foreign 
countries, 

The Romulus Schools earned a na- 
tional and international reputation for 
excellence through this performance. 
The most common comment from con- 
cert watchers to Romulus parents was 
that they couldn’t believe that this was 
a junior high band. Many said that the 
Symphonic Band sounded better than 
their local high school band. 

The trip to EPCOT Center and Dis- 
ney World with 79 students, 14 chaper- 
ones and many other parents who drove 
represented the greatest distance for

munity Schools system. 

The Junior High Symphonic Band 
performed 18 selections in the all ‘Pops’ 
program, which lasted 40 minutes. 
Selections performed include: “The

“Tequila,” “La Bamba,” “Lean on Me,’ 
“At This Moment,” “| Got You, Babe,’

Prayer,’ “‘Mony, Mony,” “Louie, Louie,”

Each student was compensated 
with over $50 in goods for his/her per- 
formance. The EPCOT Center represen- 
tative told the students that, “You are,

ceived $22 off the three-day pass for 
Disney World and EPCOT Center, three 
meal tickets worth $8 each, and a ‘Majic 
Music Days’ shirt. 

The Symphonic Band was one of 
less than 20 junior high bands to per- 
form at EPCOT or Disney World this 
year. Management explained that, “We 
do allow junior high bands to play if 
they are good enough — but very few 
can pass the audition.” Auditioning 
bands must submit tape recordings, 
pictures, festival results for the past 
10 years, other honors and citations 
won, plus previous travel engagements. 


Majic Music Days then employs a full-- 


time audition chairman to screen the 
groups. Officials point out that stan- 
dards are very high and competition 
very keen for a performance invitation. 
They note, for example, that there are 
over 37,000 senior high schools in the 
United States. 

Officials pointed to four things that 
really helped gain acceptance for the 
Romulus group:

An orientation ses- 
sion was followed by an all-you-can- 
eat barbecue and time for swimming in 
the motel pool, plus time for miniature 
golf, bumper cars, etc., in the area next 
to the motel. : 

Friday morning included an orienta- 
tion by officials at EPCOT Center. Park- 
ing for the tour buses and parents was 
reserved in the first row.

Saturday included the entire day 
at Disney World. There was a tremen- 
dous crowd present throughout the day 
and evening. Sunday found the Band 
back at Disney World until 3'p.m., when

everyone went to ‘River Country’ for 
some swimming, water slides and other 
aquatic activities. The swimming was — 
followed by an all-you-can-eat cook- 
out before the return trip home.

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HERE’S TO YOUR HEALTH 


Edema 


This reprint from Biomedical Informa- 
tion Corporation’s Compendium of 
Patient Information was submitted by 
J.H. Barden, D.O. 
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Edema is particularly noticeable in the 
feet and ankles, where fluid accumu- 
lates in the tissue just under the skin 
and causes swelling. Pressure, such 
as the pressing of a finger into the 
swollen tissue, produces a pitting, or 
an indentation, that lasts for several 
minutes. 


General Characteristics 

Edemais the abnormal swelling of 
some part of the body due to a buildup 
of fluid in body tissues. When physi- 
cians refer to edema, they are often 
talking about swelling of the lower legs 
or ankles. Edema is not a disease in it- 
self. Instead, it is a sign that may be re- 
lated to illness or injury or may simply 
be the result of poor eating habits or 


other easily remedied patterns. To treat 
edema properly, the underlying cause 
should be identified. While some of the 
causes of edema are minor, others may 
be life-threatening; therefore, any un- 
usual swelling should be investigated 
by a doctor. i 
Simple Causes 

One type of edema occurs when the 
veins in the lower extremities fail to 
keep pace with the arteries, and the 
outward flow of blood lags behind the 
inward flow. If the large veins of the 
lower extremities are diseased, the 
edema brought on by standing is likely 
to be very noticeable. Swollen feet and 
ankles are quite common in people 
who are on their feet a lot, such as den- 
tists, cashiers.or barbers. The problem 
usually disappears with rest and appro- 
priate changes in daily habits. If a job 
requires a good deal of standing, the 
employee should take hourly breaks 
to sit down and, if possible, raise the 
feet for a few minutes. 

Swollen ankles may also be caused 
by tightness around the upper legs, 
such as that caused by garters, rolled 
stockings or other constricting gar- 
ments. In these instances, simply not 
wearing such garments should end the 
edema. 

Weak leg muscles, particularly the 
calf muscles, also cause edema. Older 
women, whose leg muscles may deteri- 
orate with normal aging, are thus highly 
susceptible. Deep varicose veins in the 
legs, another fairly frequent complaint 
among older people, sometimes con- 
tribute to edema as well. 

Just before their menstrual periods, 
many women experience some edema 


that may be noticeable in their breasts, 
legs and abdominal areas; it should dis- 
appear at the beginning of menstrua- 
tion. Many of the hormonal changes re- 
lated to menstruation, pregnancy and 
contraception can also contribute to 
edema. The condition has been trouble- 
some for many women taking birth con- 
trol pills; the higher the estrogen con- 
tent of the contraceptive pill, the more 
likely it is that the woman will develop 
edema. 

Excessive salt consumption may 
also be responsible for edema in both 
healthy people and those with special 
health problems. Since salt tends to 
hold water in the body, restricting salt 
intake is frequently advised — and is 
sometimes vital — for those who have 
problems with edema. 

Organic Disease 

Edema can also be an indication of 
the beginning of kidney, liver or heart 
disease. Repeated episodes of leg or 
ankle swelling, or any such unexpected 
episode that lasts for more than a day 
or two, should be reported to a doctor. 

A frequent cause of edema is con- 
gestive heart failure, a condition in 
which the heart fails to pump effec- 
tively. When inadequate amounts of 
blood are circulating, salt and water are 
retained in the legs and, sometimes, 
the abdomen. The result can be signifi- 
cant weight gain of 10 to 15 pounds or 
more. 

Kidney and liver disorders are other 
common causes of edema. If the kid- 
neys are unable to excrete excess salt 
in the diet from the body, a buildup of 
body fluid may result. Edema associ- 
ated with kidney disease is often first 


noticed as a puffiness in the face. Liver 
disorders, particularly cirrhosis of the 
liver, may also lead to a buildup of ex- 
cess body fluids. Some drugs may also 
cause sodium retention and edema 
unless they are given with a diuretic. 


Depending on the cause of edema, 
the physician may recommend a variety 
of treatments, especially the restriction 
of salt intake and the use of diuretics. 
Diuretics are medications that prevent 
the reabsorption of salt and water by 
the kidneys, and thus decrease edema 
and diminish some of the symptoms 
of congestive heart failure. 


Restricting Salt Intake 

Salt is a natural component of most 
foods, so we cannot totally eliminate 
it from our diet. However, careful moni- 
toring of food and its preparation can 
eliminate much of the salt that is added 
during commercial processing and tra- 
ditional cooking of foods. Remember, 
high quantities of salt are hidden in 
many foods, particularly canned soups 
and vegetables, TV dinners, preserved 
meats (such as hot dogs, ham, bacon’ 
and corned beef), cheeses and baked 
goods. 


Summing Up 

Edema is a warning sign of an ab- 
normal body process. Sometimes the 
problem is localized, and a simple 
change in daily habits may eliminate 
the swelling. At other times, edemais a 
sign of a generalized disease that war- 
rants treatment. Any recurrent swelling 
of the legs, generalized body puffiness 
or unusual weight gain should be in- 
vestigated by a physician.

Proposal A and Proposal B were both 
defeated, according to the Clerk’s of- 
fice, but the tally is unofficial. 

The unofficial tallies: 


Proposal A 
Yes 583 
No 768 
Proposal B 
Yes 604 
No 709 


The turnout for this election was 
considerably higher than that of the 
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last election, which was held only a 
month or so ago. The unofficial total 
for this election was 1,352, as opposed 
to approximately 750 in the last election. 

Running for school-board seats 
were Pat Patterson, Kenneth Berlinn, 
and JoAnn Marvicsin. Once again, un- 
Officially, the votes were: Marvicsin, 
545; Patterson, 762; and Berlinn, 817. 

Elections for the school seem to 
come so often, for one thing or another, 
that it is possible that people are tired of 
elections, especially millage elections. 

It seems that millage elections are 
very unpopular all around the State, 
whether they are for schools, cities, or 
townships. People feel they have been 
‘milled’ to death between all of their 
various taxes. They do not want to pay 
any more (and many would like to pay 
less) for anything than they already 
are, and is it any wonder? 

The public is not always told the 
truth about what the millage is to be 
used for, or else they are badly mislead 
and the money is used for just the op- 
posite of what they thought it would 
be used for. 

Is it any wonder it is so hard to get 
a millage passed? Because this millage 
vote was turned down, there will be cuts 
in school operations in one area or an- 
other. Will these cuts affect what the 
kids will or will not be able to do? Or will 
they be felt in the salaries of school- 
district employees? 

We will have to take a ‘wait and see’ 
attitude. Most of.us, | am sure, certainly 
hope the kids in our schoo! district will 
have to suffer least when it comes to 
cuts.

residents, concerning some of the other 
drains in the City) that the County just 
does not seem to care whether it meets 
its obligations or not. Most of the 
County drains in the City have not been 
cleaned in as many as 20 to 30 years, 
and that has caused problems through- 
out the City. 

The poor drainage at the Airport also 
is aconcern, according to Pennington, 
who said, “If the County would take 
care of the drain problems at the Air- 
port, then we here in the City would 
not have nearly as many problems.” 
Mayo McAnally said that she has 

i 


taken a lot on the shoulders of the City 
by cleaning this particular drain with 
no real guarantee that the City will ever 
get its money back; however, she had 
repeated talks with the County. to get 
the present work accomplished. 

When McAnally and Pennington 
were at the Homefield portion of the 
drain system, one resident was over- 
heard to say that the drains should be 
done with culvert pipe and then cov- 
ered. The Mayor tried to explain that 
the County had not authorized her to 
do that, and that, therefore, it could 
not be done. “‘Let’s take what we can 
for now, and take it one step at atime,” 
McAnally said. “At least now you are 
getting the drain cleaned out.” 

Pennington added, “The people in 
the Packard Drain system are going to 
be better off now than they have been 
in years.” 

In aletter to The Romulus News, Mr. 
Hamilton said, “I would like to say it has 
been 39 years since the Packard Drain 
has been cleaned. | brought this to Mr. 
Pennington’s attention, who made sev- 
eral dozen visits to the Packard Drain 
with me, then City Hall, Council meet- 
ings with our Mayor, Mrs. McAnally, 
and the City Board Members, and Mr.

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MASTERING YOUR COMPUTER 


STEP BY STEP

IF AMAN ANSWERS .. . 


One way to get more out of your 
computer is to hook it up to a modem. 
A modem is a device that hooks up be- 
tween your computer and your phone 
line. The modem translates informa- 
tion sent from your computer into a 
format that can be sent, over ordinary 
telephone lines, to another modem 
hooked to another computer at the 
other end. 


Acommon use of the modem is to 
dial up a BBS (a bulletin board system). 
The local BBS is one of the best ways 
| know of to learn more about your 
computer, get free programs, and get 
to know other computer ‘nuts’ 


The way the BBS operates goes 
something like this: 

e You dial the number to the BBS. 

e When the modem on the other end 
answers, it sends a tone. Your 
modem sends another tone. This is 
your modem’s way of saying ‘hello? 

e When the tones are received, you’re 
hooked! 

e Normally, a message will come on 
your monitor welcoming you to the 
BBS. If you are a new user, it will ask 
you for your name, address, etc., and 
maybe a password you want to use 
in the future. 


e Then you will generally see a menu 
of all the features that are available 
to you. 

e When you are done using the BBS, 
you sign off by telling it you want to 
quit, or by pressing [CTRL] C. 

* Their modem hangs up, and you’re 
done! 

Some of the features that you can 
take advantage of are: 

e General news about that bulletin 
board and its members. 

e The ability to load public domain 
(free) programs into your computer 
for your use. 

e The ability to send programs that 
you may have written into their com- 
puter for others to use. 

e You can ‘talk’ (type) to other users 
that are using the BBS, somewhat 
like the old CB radio days, except 
you're typing to them instead of talk- 
ing to them. 

e You can leave messages for other 
users of the system. If you have a 
question about your computer, 
chances are that someone else can 
answer it for you. 

e You can participate or ‘sit in’ on 
conferences. Many conferences are 
aimed at you learning more about 
computers.
